The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Vogel et al. (US 6,739,179) disclosed a device for measuring oxygen 
concentration in gases witfi two springs and a sample body. However Vogel et al. failed 
to disclose a plurality of springs each having an elongation axis and comprising a 
connecting leg connected to a plurality of turns, wherein each of said springs, said 
connecting leg does not extend in the same direction as the elongation axis; a first pair 
of springs disposed on opposite sides of the sample body with connecting legs being 
substantially aligned along a first axis; a second pair of springs disposed on opposite 
sides of the sample body with connecting legs being substantially aligned along a 
second axis; and wherein the first and second axes are disposed at approximately right 
angles to each other. 

The aforementioned limitations and the arrangements thereof are not taught in 
the prior art. In light of the foregoing, the claims of present application are found to be 
patentable over prior art of record.
